August 14, 2006

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of Se- 
lectmen was called to order on Monday, August 14 at 7:01 
pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafre- 
niere. Selectman Dan A. McGaffey was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board agreed to hold approval of the August 
7 minutes until Selectman McGaffey was present, since 
Selectman Nunes did not attend on August 7. 

At 7:03 pm the board met briefly with resident 
Michael Stack, who is building a new house on Dexter 
Lane. Mr. Stack's house is adjacent to Barnes Tree Service 
and he is concerned about vehicles exiting from the busi- 
ness property onto Dexter Lane via an easement over his 
property. The two share a private access road onto Dexter 
Lane.

"It's a real concern," Mr Stack said. "I'm here to 
try and stress my concerns to you folks. This is something 
that's eating away at me. They're using my road as a right 
of way, but they're not using it in the right way. It's our 
primary driveway (onto Dexter Lane)." 

Mr. Stack claims the vehicles entering and exiting 
the business are driving at a high rate of speed and he is 
worried about his son waiting for the school bus to pick 
him up and drop him off at the corner of Dexter Lane. 

Chairman Morse suggested Mr. Huntoon contact 
both Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge and Police Chief 
Paul Magee to determine if there are any solutions to Mr. 
Stack's dilemma. 

"I'm the new guy in town and I don't want to 
make waves," Mr Stack said, "(But) it's been falling on 
deaf ears." 

The board next signed and approved the appoint- 
ment of Debbie Ladd to the Rochester Historic District 
Commission. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr 
Huntoon discussed e-mails which have been circulating 
about the joint position of Veteran's Agent for Mattapoi- 
sett and Rochester. Officials in Mattapoisett have previ- 
ously questioned whether current Veterans Agent Barry 
Denham can continue serving in this capacity while he is 
also the sitting elected Highway Surveyor for the town. 

"This position is a special municipal employee 
and we want to continue with it," Mr Huntoon said. "We 
have an agreement and we're satisfied ... and for some 
reason Mattapoisett has taken it upon themselves to say 
he's an elected official." 

Mr. Himtoon stressed that under their joint agree- 
ment, the Veterans Agent position is administered by a 
Veterans Council with appointed representatives from 
both commtmities.

"The Veterans Council is obviously the body that 
should be making that decision," Selectman Nunes said. 

"If Mattapoisett wants to approach us and they 
have a problem (with the Veterans Agent), let them," 
Chairman Morse agreed. 

On a related note, Mr. Huntoon advised that since 
Mattapoisett announced they will be seeking qualified ap- 
plicants in the interim to serve as the Veterans Agent, they 
did receive a letter and resume from an interested party 
which they will keep on file for future consideration. 

Mr. Huntoon also noted they put a new Ford 250 
van on the road today for use by Facilities Manager Mike 
Meunier, and that work on the roof of Memorial School 
should be completed by September 25.

Lastly, Mr. Huntoon met with Police Chief Paul 
Magee and Council on Aging (COA) Director Sharon 
Lally to price out a 14-person van for use by the COA and 
to transport students from both Rochester and Marion 
to the Bristol County Agricultural High School ("Bristol 
Aggie")- This would be a van for general town use and 
would be labeled with "Town of Rochester" 

"We've got $7,500 in our budget and Marion has 
$5,000 for transportation, so we'll use those funds along 
with COA money to get the van," Mr Huntoon said. 

Since the ORR School District did not have fund- 
ing in their budget to provide this service, the Town of 
Rochester previously took it upon itself to provide van 
service for its Bristol Aggie students. They hope to con- 
tinue providing that service during the upcoming school 
year. 

With that, the board unanimously granted per- 
mission for Mr. Huntoon to pursue a van for town use 
using monies available through school and COA sources. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Town Counsel Blair Bailey recom- 
mending the Community Preservation Act (CPA) initia- 
tive be placed on the upcoming state election ballot for 
voter consideration. 

Under Old Business, the board unanimously 
voted to reappoint the members of the Rochester Memo- 
rial School Building Committee as discussed at a recent 
meeting. In addition, the board also appointed Kate Mac-

Gregor and Mike Meunier as new members to the Build- 
ing Committee. They also voted to appoint Mr. Meunier 
as the town's Project Manager for Memorial School, 
pending approval from the Massachusetts School Build- 
ing Assistance (MSB A) Program. 

On a related matter, the board authorized the 
Mount Vernon Group (MVG) to prepare a statement of 
interest for Rochester Memorial School to be submitted to 
the MSBA Program for funding consideration. 

The Rochester Board of Assessors sent a memo to 
the board advising they voted to issue Preliminary Fiscal 
Year 2007 tax bills, if necessary, for the next billing period. 

Chairman Morse said the job search process for 
a replacement Town Administrator is proceeding and he 
would like to begin sorting through submitted resumes. 
He also noted that potential candidates' names should not 
be made public — contrary to a recent article published 
in The Standard-Times — until they have whittled the list 
down to two or three final candidates for the final open 
interview process. 

"The only time you can release names is when 
you're down to the final interviews ... that's the law," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "The resumes should remain confidential 
until that time." 

"If a name gets out and that person has a job 
somewhere else, it could be detrimental to them," Chair- 
man Morse agreed. 

There being no further matters to come before the

With soccer's World Cup fresh in the memories 
of soccer enthusiasts from throughout the SouthCoast 
region, local area youth are finding increased opportuni- 
ties to develop their soccer skills at the Mariner Youth 
Soccer complex in Fairhaven. At a time when many clubs 
are struggling to find adequate space for their teams to 
practice and host games, the Mariner Youth Soccer Club 
continues to boast the largest soccer complex in the South- 
Coast.

Intestinal Parasites 

My vet told me that my dog has whipworms. I never saw any worms 
in his stool. Where did he get these worms and are they dangerous? 

Ultimately your dog got roundworms, hookworms or whipworms 
from ingesting worm eggs that were present in the stool of another 
dog or in the case of roundworms he may have gotten his infection 
from his mother. Over a period of time a dogs stool disintegrates 
in the environment leaving resistant worm eggs in the dirt. When 
your dog sniffs the dirt he may inhale and swallow some eggs or he 
may become infected by walking on the eggs and then licking his 
feet. Tapeworms tend to be transmitted by eating uncooked affected 
meat but most commonly are spread by fleas. Roundworms look 
spaghetti, tapeworms look like rice and hook and whipworms are 
very small and not usually seen. 

Roundworms, hookworms and tapeworms can cause disease in 
people, especially very young or old people and therefore it is 
important to have your pets stool checked at least once a year by 
your veterinarian.

On Sunday, September 17, Willy will be one of 
more than two dozen Jimmy Fund patients who will be 
featured as "Heroes" of the Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund 
Walk. As a Hero, Willy's photograph will be posted on a 
mile marker located along the 26.2-mile route from Hop- 
kinton to Boston. 

The Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund WaUc, pre- 
sented by Hyundai Motor America, is the only event other 
than the Boston Marathon itself that is sanctioned by the 
Boston Athletic Association to use the historic route.

World Trade Center. Starring Nicolas Cage and 
Michael Pena.

In his long, antagonistic career, Oliver Stone has 
iLn^ - r never made a movie ttiat I felt anyone else could've 
■p directed — until now. World Trade Center, which has 

been treated to Saving Private Ryan-style hype, is at 
^Hjv least as manipulative and overrated as that film, with a 
comparable attention to excruciating physical detail but 
no particular reason to exist other than to garland itself 
with medals for telling an Uplifting True Story About Good Men. I'll be 
blunt: If not for the stiU-raw wound it probes — if it were simply about two 
men trapped under a collapsed building and awaiting rescue, and carried 
none of our 9/11 associations — World Trade Center would be of very little 
dramatic interest. VisceraUy, in the early scenes, it brings 9/11 back to us 
with shocking clarity — the disbelief, the misinformation, the sinking feeling 
when the second tower and the Pentagon were hit. After that, though, it's 
not really a 9/11 film — it focuses on two of the few Americans that day 
who had no idea what happened until well after the fact. Stone pays a price 
for staying away from politics this time. 

Working with a spindly script by Andrea Berloff, Stone keeps his 
camera grounded and centered, as if not only his attitude but ias filmmaking 
were hemmed in by the weight of recent history. No matter what his public 
remarks to the contrary, the former controversialist behind JFK and Natural 
Born Killers is being a good boy here, going out of his way to show he can 
direct something respectful and respectable. Maybe Stone, in his declining 
years, is becoming less an iconoclast than an iconographen His hero-wor- 
ship of machismo was obvious in his previous features. Any Given Sunday 
(1999) and Alexander (2004), and here he's got two men. New York Port 
Authority policemen John McLoughlin (Nicolas Cage) and Will Jimeno 
(Michael Pena), whose courage none dares question. 

But to question the movie that enshrines them is not the same as im- 
pugning the men (who, by all accounts, are humble and grateful to be aUve). 
I'm sure the real McLoughlin and Jimeno have some flaws, as we all do, 
some quirks, things that set them apart. In the movie, they don't. Nicolas 
Cage and Michael Pena do a lot with very little, but it's not enough (and 
once the men are trapped under tons of rubble, the script dooms the actors 
to repetition). Their characters are written and acted with a nervous eye on 




the real men and their families — the filmmakers and actors go for a kind 
of subdued heroism, but even that reduces any dramatic charge. Stone has 
cast two of modern cinema's most idiosyncratic (and best) actresses, Maria 
Bello and Maggie Gyllenhaal, as the worried wives of the men, and then 
gives them almost nothing to do but fret and wait for news. 

The ads for World Trade Center announce the movie's purpose: to 
remind us there was great good as well as great evil on that day. Stone 
chooses to illuminate this (literally) with gauzy shots of Jesus himself 
visiting the men in visions (though tauntingly holding a water bottle), and 
a devout churchgoing Marine (Michael Shannon) is the one who eventually 
finds the men. Move over, Mel Gibson: Stone has stepped up to carry on 
the reUgious/cultural fight — Christianity vs. Islamic fundamentalism in the 
big boxing ring of Hollywood. Look for this one to be shown at churches 
all over America once it hits DVD (and how could Stone make a PG-13 
family-safe movie about the obscenity and horror of that day?). 

Let the record show that 1 wasn't a big fan of last April's United 93, 
either. I'm not here to give out gold stars for effort and good intentions, and 
I'm not here to argue the importance of September 1 1 — the reverberations 
will endure for decades. What 1 am here to do is to assess the quality of a 
given film. WorldTrade Center has some chilling, bone-slamming moments 
when it shows us what it may have felt like to experience the fall of the first 
tower from inside, but that's about all it excels at. It may sound heretical to 
say so, but last week's horror flick The Descent did a better job of convey- 
ing claustrophobia and the rigors of grace under pressure — and because 
it wasn't hitched to a true, still-sensitive story, it hit harder and sharper. 1 
maintain that the best 9/1 1 film remains 11 '09"01, the 2002 anthology col- 
lecting eleven different views of the day's events and impact. Failing that, 
movies like 25th Hour — or The Descent — which deal with September 
11 peripherally or subtextually may be the only way to tackle this large, 
inflammatory topic until time aUows distance, interpretation, and artistry.
